"I am outraged and disgusted, by the actions 
and the obviously partisan timing of the Bronx 
district attorney," Donovan, who apparent^ is 
the first sitting Cabinet olltcer to be Indicted in 
U.S. history, told reporters Monday niRht 

';i have not seen the Indictment! I can assure 
you that It la not worth the paper it Is written 
on," Donovan said as he stood In the t<^ of the 
building where his lawyer's offices aretocated. 



"To-assure that this matter does not become a 
part of the current election campaign, I have 
aSked the president today to accept my request 
for a leave of absence without pay effective 
Immediately, and he has granted my request,"
